Was first announced it was expected 
that the work could be completed in 
twenty-five volumes of about twelve 
hundred pages each.

Although 
the size of the volumes was 
materially increased it ap- 
peared that twenty-seven 
volumes would be neces- 
sary to cover all titles ade- 
quately. The twenty-five-volume 
guaranty, after notice given, was 
therefore withdrawn and only con- 
tracts calling for twenty-seven volumes 
have since been accepted.
